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cither of the ways above stated, the title of the premises
mentioned in said award and so paid for, shall be vested in
said Company.

SEC. 3. If the said award be not satisfactory, the said
owner or owners may appeal to the District Court of Ramsey
County at its following term, whereupon the Court shallAppeals^
proceed to hear and determine the matter, and if the Jury district oomt
shall find a greater sum than the Commissioners had awarded
in favor of said owner or owners, then judgment thereoa,
with costs, shall be entered against said Company. But if
the Jury shall find the same or less amount than the said
Commissioners had awarded, then the said owner or owners
shall be compelled to accept tho amount found by the Jury
in fall satisfaction, and shall pay all the legal costs in the
suit before said Court.

SEC. 4. That the said work shall be put under contract
within one year, and a supply of water furnished to the
citizens of Si Paul within three years from the passage of and compie-
this Act. tion

Be it enacted by the. Legislature of the State of ARniuiota:
SBOTIOK 1. That 00 much land as lies within the following
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limits shall be known aa the County of Stearns: Beginning
at the point where the section line between sections seventeen
(17), and twenty (20), in township one hundred and twcnty-

•Bcimdaries «f three (123), range twenty-seven (27), west of the fifth princi-
pftl mer;(]jan) strikes the Mississippi River ; thence running
west on the section line to the west line of said township
one hundred and twenty-three (123); thence south on said
west line to the south-west corner of said township one hun-
dred and twenty-three (123); thence west on the township
line between townships one hundred and twenty-two (122),
and one hundred and twenty-three (123), in the several
ranges, to the south-west corner of township one hundred
and twenty-three (123), range thirty-five (35); thence run-
ning1 north between ranges thirty-five (35), and thirty-six
(36), west to the north-west corner of township one hundred
and twenty-seven (127), range thirty-five (35); thence east
on the township line between one hundred and twenty-seven
(127), and one hundred and twenty-eight (128), in the several
ranges, to a point where the said lines strike the Mississippi
River; thence following the banks of said river south to the
place of beginning.
